Makes Final Flourish by Dropping Low W h ile Many 
County 
Herds 
Passing Over Cente r of Town; Completes 
Fass Tests; More 
Work After Four Ho urs Drifting Over Scene I 
Expected To Be 
of Battle; Wanted By Army Department af 
Examined In 
Washington. 


With a parting swoop over the 
center of town, which brought 
hundreds of interested spectators 
to the streets and to windows of 


h ou ses and buildings, the army 
semi-rigid 
airship 
TC-5 
sailed 
southward in 
the 
direction of 
Washington at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon after spending several 
hours o v p t the 
historic 
battle­ 
field. 
The 
large 
silver* outed 
ship 
came here from Washington, ar­ 
riving at 10:15 o’clock. 
When it 
sailed in, the cigar-shaped aerial 
visitor was about 2.500 feet up, 
Lut the sound of 
the 
engines, 
resembling the 
drone of an air­ 
plane, 
was 
plainly 
audible to 
those on the ground. 
The purpose of the trip, accord­ 
ing to an Associated Press dis­ 
patch from Washington, was to 
make aerial pictures of the battle­ 
field for study purposes in the 
army’s tactical school. 
The TC-5 rode at various alti­ 
tudes during its three-hour visit 
and cruised over practically the en­ 
tire field. When it arrived, it made 
a complete circuit of the town, 
and headed southward, being soon 
lost to sight in the cloudy atmos­ 
phere .several thousand feet up. 
This gave rise to 
the belief 
that the ship’* crew had accom­ 
plished its purpose and w'as re­ 
turning to Washington and Lang­ 
ley Field, (Virginia, 
permanent 
Imxkc of the big craft. 
But later 
the Wimp returned and “rode at 
anchor” 
at 
various 
strategic 


points over the battlefield. 
From 
12 until after I o’clock, the blimp 
held a position over the cavalry 
field, east of town. 
Then its shiny tip was nosed 
downward until the ship was so 
low that features of men at win­ 
dows in the cabin under the bag 
were easily 
discernible. 
Only 
three soldiers were seen at the 
windows of the cabin, and it is not 
known how extensive the crew 
was, 
When the TC-5 was within a 
few hundred feet of the ground, 
the navigator steered a course 
from the northern end of Carlisle 
street to 
the southern 
end of 
Steinwehr avenue, presumably to 
give local residents an opportun­ 
ity to see the ship at clos** quar­ 
ters. 
Men at the windows in 
the 
cabin waved their hands to those 
persons 
who 
sought 
vantage 
points, waving greetings and a 
farewell in return. 
This was the first time the field 
has been photographed from an 
army dirigible, although numer­ 
ous airplane pictures have been

by 
service 
and 
Drivate 
fliers.

Approximately $32,000 of a $2,160,- 
000 fund ha* been allocated Adams 
county for 
payment in 
indemnity 
claims for cattle killed after unfavor­ 
able reaction to the tuberculin test, 
R. E. Underwood, Adams county farm 
agent, said today after a conference 
in Harrisburg Monday with Dr. T. E. 
Munce, director of the bureau of 
animal industry, state department of 
agriculture. 
Of the amount available for Adams 
county, approximately $8,000 may b# 
used between now and January I, 
1928, and tuberculin tests, authorized 
by Doctor Munce in Adams county, 
will be given in the order in which ap­ 
plications art* received by Mr. Under­ 
wood. 
Mr. Underwood was accompanied to 
Harrisburg by Mr. Stokes, manager 
of the Hanover branch of the West­ 
ern Maryland dairy company, which 
already has 150 accredited herds in 
Adams county from which to draw 
for its supply of milk. 
These herds 
are located in the vicinity of Fair­ 
field, Littlestown, Bonneauville, Two 
Taverns and Hanover. 
The company is anxious to scour# 
more accredited herds in the county 
as soon as possible, and to expedite 
the woik the concern, with headquar­ 
ters in Baltimore, will send a tester to 
Adams county. 
One-half of all the cattle in Penn­ 
sylvania are now tested for tubercu­ 
losis. 
On July I, a total of 630,000 
head of the total cattle population of 
1,280,000 had been given the test one 
or more times, according to Doctor 
Munce.
